W ashington, Aug. IO (A P)—The D ep artm ent of A griculture 
has forecast a total 1940 peach production of 53,290.000 bushels, 
considerably below the 1939 yield of 60,822.000 but above the ten - 
year average of 52 723 OOO 
T he forecast is based on the August I condition of the crop 
Prospects declined slightly rn the n o rth central and w estern 
states, the d ep artm en t said, but the loss w as m ore th an offset 
by favorable growing conditions in other sections. In ten southern 
states the production estim ate was eig h t per cent higher than 
on July I because of favorable conditions. 
T he 1940 forecast an d th e 1939 yield fo r principal producing 
states included. 
Nev/ Jersey, 3,512.000 and 1,435.000; Pennsylvania. 2,480.000 and 
2.460,000; Ohio, 492,000 an a 1.212,000.

HAVE often wondered why it is that 
those who seem to have the greatest 
capacity for friendship appear to be the most 
lonely. 
You note this as you read of many 
of the outstanding characters in history, and 
you meet with such people often in everyday 
life. It is not merely a loneliness of physical 
companionship, but a spiritual loneliness— 
difficult to define, but existing nevertheless. 
This spiritual loneliness is to be noted in 
many

autobiography, 
and 
especially 
among leaders in public life, whose vision ex­ 
tends far beyond their own time and place. 
A friend at luncheon recently told me of 
a man, whose name is known around the 
world because of his public services, and in­ 
cidentally because of his great wealth and 
material possessions, yet I was told that he 
was a very lonely man.” Neither wealth nor 
public acclaim has brought to that man the 
nourishment for which his heart apparently 
has craved. 
Especially for these later years 
of his. 
More than at any other time in the history 
of the world is this spiritual loneliness among 
people evident. 
With force anti brutal ag­ 
gression sweeping a large part of the world, 
the faith of man is challenged as never be­ 
fore. ‘‘What is to be the end?” he asks. And 
who can supply the answer to his search of 
mind? 
In spiritual loneliness he walks 
through faith alone toward the dawn of a 
realized dream. 
The spiritual forces of the individual, or 
of the nation, may temporarily be in an unor­ 
ganized state, but their ultimate triumph 
against all subversive attempts to dislodge 
them from the w'orld will end only in failure 
and defeat. 
The very loneliness of those 
guarding, with the courage of their hearts, 
these spiritual forces, is evidence of their 
superior fibre. 
Courage anew to you—lonely in heart and 
spirit—plod and pray on! Tomorrow' will re­ 
veal to you its “noon-day light.”

"This year the chief 
objective should be 
training 
and 
more training because some of us 
feel certain th a t we will get mod­ 
ern arm s as soon as possible.” 
Special 
training, 
for 
example, 
was ordered for a New England Na­ 
tional G uard division which con­ 
tains, officers said, about 600 rook­ 
ies who "never fired a rifle." 
Col. Jam es A. Stevens, 
regular 
Army instructor, told the 29th Di­ 
vision that the troops should learn 
new 
systems 
well 
and 
conceded 
“many of us have been confused by 
ctmnging m ethods in Army pro­ 
cedure." 
Endangered by "Bombing” 
Two generals, other officers and a 
group of newspapermen and news 
reel camera men narrowly escaped 
a “bombing” when five pound flour 
sacks dropped by airplanes which 
were aiming at tanks, exploded a t 
their feet. 
Four light reconnaissance planes 
were 
dem onstrating 
methods 
of 
stopping four tanks from a height of 
about three hundred feet. 
One of 
the "bombs" shot from the rack 
and burst in a white dusty shower 
before the startled onlookers.

the Robenette graveyard. 
L ast 
week we wrote concerning the fam ­ 
ily of Jam es Moorhead, soldier of 
the Revolution. 
In this column we 
will conclude our data on the Moor­ 
head clan. 
As you may remember from last 
week, Jam es Moorhead was a son of 
Robert Moorhead of County Clare, 
Ireland. Robert Moorhead, his wife 
and family em igrated to America in 
or prior to 1748. 
The son, James, 
married Elizabeth Fletcher, and they 
became the parents of eight chil­ 
dren. 
These children were listed 
in our column for last week (No. 
150). 
The Moorhead 
family 
was 
originally Episcopalian, but the later 
generations 
have 
turned 
to 
the 
Presbyterian church. 
During the war of the Revolution 
we find Jam es Moorhead, in 1780. 
listed among the “Miscellaneous Of­ 
ficers of York County,” (Pennsyl­ 
vania Archives—6th Series—Volume 
2 >. 
We know little pertaining to the 
immediate family, or the children 
of Jam es and Elizabeth (Fletcher) 
Moorhead. 
The 
inscription 
from 
the stones m arking the graves of 
additional members of the Moor­ 
head family in this cemetery are 
as follows: 
I. “Fletcher Moorhead j died July 
31, 1864 
J Aged 66 years. J” 
Note: A son of Jam es Moorhead, 
soldier of the Revolution, and his 
wife. Elizabeth Fletcher Moorhead. 
2. "Sally 
wife of Fletcher Moor­ 
head J died September 23. 1846 
Aged 79 years, j" 
Note: Sally Livingston, the wife 
of 
Fletcher 
Moorhead, 
and 
the 
daughter-in-law 
of 
Jam es 
Moor­ 
head, soldier of the Revolution and 
his wife, Elizabeth Fletcher Moor­ 
head 
This concludes our survey in Rob­ 
enette (Leer's) graveyard. 
If any 
of our readers could give any addi­ 
tional data it would be greatly ap ­ 
preciated 
•

* 
A T this tim e we return to Christ 
* * Episcopal churchyard to write 
of a man who left the vivid im print 
of his personality on this, the first 
Episcopal congregation in w hat is 
now Adams county. 
The Rev. F a­ 
ther Thom as Barton was the first 
resident priest to m inister to this 
congregation and in addition to this 
he served as a Chaplain in Forlies' 
Expedition of the F’rench and In ­ 
dian war. F ather Barton Is not bur­ 
ied in tills cemetery, but we feel 
th a t he should be included among j 


Episcopal congregation. 
The 
Rev. Thom as 
Barton was 
born in Ireland In 1730, and warf 
educated at the University of Dub­ 
lin. 
In 1753 he came to America 
and was employed for two years as 
assistant tutor a t the Philadelphia 
Academy (now University of Penn-, 
Sylvania). 
During these two years,11 
at certain intervals, he visited the 
church people of York, Hundington 
and Carlisle. 
At that time he was 
only a layman, but through the in­ 
tercession of these same people he 
was persuaded to return to England 
to study for Holy Orders. 
He re­ 
mained in England for two years as 
a Postulant, and in 1755 was or­ 
dained and returned to America as 
a missionary of the "Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in For­ 
eign Parts.” 
Father Barton arrived in Phila­ 
delphia April 16, 1755 and the peo­ 
ple of the Hundington congregation 
(Christ Episcopal), 
went to meet 
him with their wagons and took,his 
affects to his new home at H und­ 
ington in the latter part of May 
and on his arrival there was heartily 
welcomed by the people. 
As you may know there had been 
a church at this site for many years 
previous to Father B arton’s arrival 
(1755), and he found that tile peo­ 
ple had been meeting every Sunday 
to have one of their number read 
the prayers for the day. 
Tile con­ 
gregation also boasted a rectory, and 
here the missionary made his home 
Shortly after hts arrival Feather 
Barton called a meeting of the Ves­ 
try Boards of St. John’s church at 
Carlisle, Christ church at Hunding­ 
ton and St. Jo h n ’s church at York 
The 
relative 
im portance 
of 
the 
Hundington congregation is shown 
by the fact th a t it was decided that 
Father Barton, should officiate three 
Sundays out of every six a t H und­ 
ington, two at Carlisle, and one at 
York. 
The work of the priest was 
far-reaching and effective. 
It ex­ 
tended into w hat is now Lancaster, 
Y o rk , 
Adams, 
Cumberland and 
Dauphin counties. 
History tells us 
th a t Father Barton was an impor­ 
ta n t personage in the Colonial his­ 
tory of York and Cumberland coun­ 
ties.
